DOHT WIXNESSES EXAMINED

ClSLnxvATi, April 23.— The second 
day's triiU of Scott Jiicksou for tho 
mtirder of Pearl Bryan was unattended 
by nnj startling rMolti. The most 
tUunaffinK testimony offered wai that of 
Dr. Robert Oarothers. who perfonnod 
the postmortem esaiiiiaatious. UiH 
opinion was that tho girl WM Mieaded 
vrhilo she was still alive. 

The Bryant oame into the eonrtrr^oni 
n few minutes before 10 o'clo< k. Botli 
tlie father and mother of Pearl Bryau 
looked weary after their travel. The 
two brothers, Fred and Frank, Mrs. 
Stanley, Druggist Perry of Greencastlo, 
Merchant Vermillion, who sold hand- 
ksrchiefs to the girl, and Dr. Uilleapic 
(Mchcd the city at 7,80 o'clock, and 
were brought to the courthonse by L. 
D. Poock, whose shoe clew resulted in 
the identifloation of tbegirL All the 
Oreencastie party wew se at ed together 
in the oourtroom. 

Five witneeMi were examined daring 
the morning seseion. The first placed 
on the stand was Mrs. Stanler, tue sis- 
ter of Pearl Bryan, who made a model 
witness. She identified the clothing of 
her sister, fingering the bloody, muddy 
garment, and bearing up bravely under 
the most of her testimony. The defense 
would not cross-examine her. 

Joseph Pearcy, a young Greencastle 
dmggiflt, was placed on the stand for a 
few niinntt's. He said ho had sold Pearl 
Bryan a porkctbook Jan. 23. Ho iden- 
tified tho (Uio found in Scott .Tai'kson's 
effects after his arrest, as the one lie 
Ki>l<l Pearl Bryan in Ghieenoaetla two 

weeks before. 

A liaiidktvcliiff fiiuiid in .Tacksou's 
cflectB was also intvoduccd, and the cost 
mark and two dots wcn^ idcntiliod by 
Isaiuh Vt'iniiUion, a ( iieoncastle mer- 
chant, us a mark used in his store. 
Pearl Bryan fr»'(iU'Mitly traded th(>te. 

Lieutcii.ini AtkiiiMinnf Furt Thomas 
was one of I lie lirsi nu n to arrive at the 
Bcene of the murder. He described tlie 
Burroundinps a^ain. Tlie blood on tlui 
bushes, he said, was 20 inches above tlie 
ground, and <lirectly abov(( where a 
body appeared to liavti lain. The de- 
fense objected to a questiuii as to 
whether the blcKid seeuu'il to liave been 
spurted there, and was sustained. 

Dr. Robert Carothers, who jievformod 
the autopsy, said the girl was alive 
when her head was cut off. This was 
shown by the absence of coagulated 
blood in her veins. The court adjoorued 
at 1 o'clo<k for two hours' recess. 
Carothers was then still on the stand. 

At the afternoon session Pearl Bry- 
an's relatives were given seats inside 
the railing. Her aged father sat within 
two or throe feet of Jackson and listened 
to the testimony nnparently witli the 
keenest interest. Dr. Cnrot'"'rs -v.is 
still on the stand. Attorney Crawford 
endeayored to make him admit that u 
* 'retraction" of the wound in the hand 
wonld hare token place if it had been 
inflicted after death, bat the doctor in- 
sisted tiiat snoh woold not be the case. 
He also answerad "No" to a question 
as to whether the conditions of the 
body might not indicate that the girl 
was asphyxiated and then beheaded. 

Dr. B. J. Gillespie of Ureencosue was 
the next witness. He said that Jackson 
was in his employ np to last October, 
when Jackson left for Cincinnati. At 
one time Jackion had told him that he 
was responsible for Pearl Bryan's con- 
dition. 

Attorney Crawford, for the defense, 
eniphasi/.ed tho fact that at first Jock- 
Hoti liad denied having had any illicit 
relations w ith the girl and then dis- 
missed (UUespie. 

Mayor Caldwell of this city was the 
next witness. Ho testified that .lacksnii 
had admitted to him that he had seen 
Pearl I'.ryaii. She I'ame to the dental 
collcKe in a cab. He met liei at tlie In- 
diana House on Tuesday, and a^,'ain ou 
Wednesday at l'\nirtli ami Vine streets, 
or Foiirtli and Walnut strecls. Hu had 
sent Walling: to notify lier that he 
would meet lier that cveniiiK- He said 
he did not boo her again until after 
Wednesday. .Tacksou admitted that 
the sau-hel ho left at Legner'a saloou 
waM Pearl Bryan's. 

The mayor then gave a <letaili>d ac- 
count of the examination of both Jack- 
Sou and Walling. 

"WalliuK 8i»id Jackson told him he 
intended to kill Pearl Bryan by (luick 
poison. Later, said Walling, Jackson 
told him ho intended to take l'< arl 
Bryan to Bellevue Thursday oveuing 
and there kill h(>r. 

"Walling said Jackson went to a 
Sixth street pharmacy and bought a 
heaping teaspoonful of cocaine. ll<- 
laidbe was going to use it to pural^ /.e 
Imt TOcal organs and cut her head olf. 

"Jackson denied this, and the men 
Mcnsed each other of tho murder. 

"Walling then told about Jackson's 
studying ' poisons. At first Walling 
■aid Ja^son said he would give i^ ai l 
Bryau qai^poisoa and afterward, ac- 
cording to WalUng, Jackson said: 'No, 
I'll out her into Small prices and dis- 
pose of them in yarioas parts of the 

The blood-stained satchel was tend- 
ered to the jury for inspeotiea. despite 
Mr. Crawford's objection. 

The mayor was asked to identify the 

5 ants found in Jackson's looker, also 
ackson's coat found in the sewer. 
The mayor's testimony was dosed 



Jackson wrote t6 Will Woofl and which 
was intercepted by the police. It was 
in this letter that Jackson told Wood to 
ooncoot a story and tell it to Pearl Bry- 
an's family to conrinoe them that she 
was tired of home and had gone to Chi- 
oago. 

Dr. J. O. Jenkins of Newport was the 
next witness. 

He had helped perform the postmor- 
tem on Pearl Bryan's body. His testi- 
mony corroborated that of" Dr. raroth- 
crs that his opinion whs that the girl 
was beheaded while she was still alive. 

Court then adjourned. 

PENSION BILLS VETOED. 

The PrMldant Batania Two, With Ottfae* 
Mom. 

Wamiixoton, April 33.— Tho presi- 
dent yosterd.ay sent to tho senate vetoes 
of two pension bills. The first was in 
tho case of Charles K. Jones, a photog- 
rapher, which attracted consiileruhk- 
attention in the house. It is as follows: 

"I retnm herewith without my ap- 
proval senate; bill No. fU9, entitled 'A<i 
act granting a pension to Charles E. 
Jones." The bt'iieflciary iiamed in this 
bill was a photographi'r who accompa- 
nied of th(^ regiments ot' the Union 
army tluring the war of tun n lielliou. 
Ho was iujui'ed, apinirently no^ very 
seriously, while taking jihot (graphs, 
and w here no battle was in actual prog- 
ress. H(> was not enlisted, and was in 
no manner in the military service of tlio 
United States. Aside from t)ie (luestioii 
us to whether his present sad condition 
is attributable to tho injury sustained, 
it seems to me the extension uf pension 
relief to BU(.-h cases would open the door 
to legislation hard to Justify and impos- 
sible to restrain from abuse." 

The other veto was in the ca.ie of the 
bill for a pension to Nancy G. Allabach. 
She is tho widow of Peter H. Allabach, 
who served in both the Mexican war 
and the war of the rebellion. The presi- 
dent calls attention to the fact that Mr. 
Allabach made no application for pen- 
sion on account of disabilities daring 
his life. "It is not," he savs, "now 
claimed that he was in the least dis- 
abled as an incident of his mlUtarv 
service, nor is it alleged that his death 
which ocoorred nearly SO years after his 
discharge ftom the army was in any 
degree related to snoh senrioe." 

He says the widow was pensioned 
after her husband's death as uie widow 
of a Mexioan soldier, and that her case 
falls under the general act of 1880. "It 
is proposed, however," he continues, 
"by the special act under consideration, 
to give this widow a pension of |:iO a 
mouth, without the least suggestion of 
the death or disitbility of her husband 
having been caused by his militaiy 
servic(>, and solely so far as discovera- 
ble, upon the groimd that she is poor 
and needs the money. Tho condition 
is precisely covered by existing laws; 
and if a ju'ecedcnt is to be established 
by the s])ecial legislation jj-oposed, I do 
not ■• ee liow the .-anie relief as is con- 
tained ill tliis bill can be denied to tho 
many tliMusands of widosvs wiio iu a 
similar situation are now on the pen- 
sion rolls under general laws."

C. Evans of (Unittanooga ami J. C. Jef- 
freys were elected by acidamaiion. Ou 
the second l)allor Ernest Caldwell of 
Sliell)yville was elected foui th delegate, 
defeating .1. ti. Najiier, eulnreil, of 
Nashville. All the cniididatt»s before 
the votes were taken were required to 
appear and jile lge tiie convention tliat 
tliey wi)uld abide by the instruetiuiis in 
letter and spirit. 

The tinancial plank of the platform is 
as follows: "VVo are unalterably op- 
posed to any scheme that will give to 
this country a depreciated and detiased 
currency. We favor the iisi> of silvor 
as currency, but to the extent only tliat 
its parity with gold will be maintained, 
and in conseiiuence are opposeil to a freo 
and unlimited and indcjiendent coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 10 to 1. We be- 
lieve that every Amerioau dollar should 
bo an honest 100-cent dollar always and 
everywhoie. " ^

Coi.uMBu.-;, o., April 2:5.— Senator 
Floi.schmaim's bill t > appropriate tl30,- 
000 for a governor's mansion received a 
black eye iu tho bouse yesterday. Aft- 
er a warm discussion it was defeated by 
a vote of 40 yeas to 40 nays. 

The Rogers' 50- year franchise biU for 
street railways is a law. The honse by 
a vote of 7."> to 7 concurred in tho senate 
amendment inoviding for readjustment 
of conditions and terms at the end of 'iO 
years and at the end Of eooh soooeediug 
perioil of 1.") years. 

Senator Phu^mer's bill providing for 
a bond issue by Cincinnati of $6,600^000 
for an improved water supply WW wen 
passed by a vote of 50 to 20. 

Uthor bills were passed iw follows: 

Providing that fraternal and benefi- 
cial societies, orders and associations 
sliall report to tho insurance commis- 
sioner. 

Providing for the reduction of fees 
for county ofHcers, except in Hamilton, 
Cuyahoga, Lucas, Franklin, Montgom- 
ery and Uichland counties. 

Limiting the liabilities of innkoei)er8 
to ISOO on goods stolen. 

Placing the state library under the 
control of a board of trustees. 

Tho senate passed Mr. Clark's bill 
prohibiting sweat shops and Mr. Pine- 
mer's bill making a distinction between 
drugs intended for medicinal use and 
thoee intended for oommercial or me- 
chanical nses. Both theee bill were de- 
feated reoently, bat reconsidered. It 
now renudns for the honse to moke 
laws of them bv favorable action. The 
word "materiollv" was strioken out of 
tho Pluemer bill where it was used as a 
modifier in the clause declaring drugs 
intended for manufacturing and general 
pnrposes to be adulterated if differing 
"materially" from the Standard under 
which they are sold.

House bill regulating tho taking of 
fisli in Lake Ihie and the rivers and 
other interior waters of the state.

FiNDi-.w, O., April 2J.- .\t the Pro- 
hibition state convention yesteril;;y 
tho temporaiy organization w as made 
permanent. Then oame the report of 
the committee on resolutions. There 
was a spirited contest over the money 
phiiik, the majority of tlio committee 
favoring the fri'c coinage of silver at 
the ratio of Hi to 1, and the minority 
advocating free coinage at a ratio to bo 
fixed by law. The nugority report was 

adopted. 

The platform as adopted <leclare fttr 
prohibition, favors woman suffrage, 
po.ses alien ownership of land, fasur-^ 
government control of railroails and 
telegraphs, advocates the raising of 
revenues by taxation ou property and 
incomes, import duties to be levied only 
as a means of securing equitable com- 
mercial relations, declares for Sunday 
rest, opposes public approjiriations for 
sectoi'iuu purposes, favors tho election 
of president, vice president and United 
States senators by direct vote, favors 
libenU pensions, asks for a revision of 
the immigration laws, favors letting 
aliens vote only after one year from the 
time of fall naturalisation, favors the 
initiatiTe and referendum and dechkres 
for free coinage at 16 to 1.

SITUATION AT BU LUWAYO. 

Tha Town Snrroniidad bjr Ovar Fonrtaan

London, Ajji-il 23. — The ollicials of 
the Lritisli South Africa Chartered 
company have received the following 
dispatch frcmi Bnlnwayo, dated yester- 
day: 

"The situation is most serious. There 
are 14,000 Matabek-s within three miles, 
and 1,1.')U friendly nati\es liave arrived 
in town." 

The dispatch to The Pall Mall (ja- 
zette from Buluwayo says: 

"Both Buluwayo and Gwelo are ab- 
solutely safe. The Matabeles are not 
disposeid to attack, but are content with 
catting off small bands of whites. It is 
believed that BOO whites, prospectors or 
farmers, have been murdered. In seven 
tights nine whites and 1,000 Matabeles 
have been killed. The rebels are run- 
ning short of ammunition."

IS NOT RULING CUBA 

Spain Seems Powerlost In 
0«aling With InsurgcntSt 



TRUE SITUATION AT PRESENT. 

A l«tter Has Hfen Itaoalved From Orn- 
aral Knrlqna Collaso, Who Raeantljr 

I.fft till' I nitril MalcN nil 11,11 Kxpedltlon 
t« Culia llev. Uiuii Ha* ^Ueeu Ralaaaad 
Vrom Prison. 

TA.Mt'A, Fhi., April 2:).— Tho follow- 
ing letter has bei-n received fium Gen- 
eral ihiriiiue Colla/.o, who recently left 
this city on uu expedition tu Cuba: 
"La CoronelA, Cardenas, April 8, 1806. 

"I have been more than agreeably 
surprised siuro ray arrival here; no ono 
outside of ttie island can imagine tho 
magnitude or power of the revolution. 
The power of the .Spanish government 
does not extend beyond the ground that 
their soldiers occupy and that only 
while occupied, the forts where they 
live well entrenched and the cities they 
inhabit. 

"Not an estate grinds without our 
permission; even 'Portugalete,' belong* 
Ing to Don Manuel Calvo( the chief sup- 
porter of the Spanish government in 
Onba) has nicely framed and hung np 
over the entrance to the estate Maidmo 
Gtomez's order for its protection. 

"Since my arrival here I have seen 
many Spaniards that live out iu the 
country as 'Spaniards,' and ns such are 
respected by our forces. They are bound 
to work so as not to dio of hunger, aud 
as they can not make a living in the 
towns are bound to work in their fields. 
We respect them aud do not interfere 
with theiu, and yet every now and then 
thoy fall victims to Weyler's compan- 
ions, whole conduct is all the more vilo 
and infamous btH;ause it is )iy]ioeritical.

The paat seven days presented a most 
remarkable combination of weather con- 
ditions, w hich in soms respects, are en- 
tirely unique in the records of the 
Weather Bureau for this State. It was a 
week of .Tnly weather translated into 
April. The heat was uniforinly oppres- 
sive throufhoat the week, and msxima 
temperatures of 90°, or more, were re- 
ported almost daily. This surpasses any 
known record for the second decade of 
April, rrartically no rain fell, only a 
few very li^ht and scattered showers be- 
ing reported. The amount of sunshine 
received was in excess of the average, 
clear to partly cloudy weather prevailing 
during the greater part of the week. 

The general effect of the conditions 
described was higlily beneficial to farm- 
ing interests, thonuh some crops were 
iM^nning to need rain at the close of the 
week. All vegetation was stimulated to 
a lively growth, and much was accom- 
plished to offset the previous backward- 
ness of the season. The work of plowing 
made great progress and considerable 
corn planting was >lone. The reports 
concerning the condition of wheat are 
still very conflicting, but it is apparent 
that it is generally below the average for 
the season. 

Western Kentucky.— The temperature 
in this section of the State averaged 
slightly lower than in others, and good 
showers early in the week are reported 
from a few counties. The general tone 
of re])ort8 is hikrhly favorable. Farm 
work has made great progress, and the 
greater portion of the plowing In the

New Yobk, April 21.— The Tobacco 
Leaf, the organ of the tobacco trade of 
the. United States, has the following 
whtoh growen will do well to read and 
beod: 

Aathe seaMn npproacbcii for the plantinK of 
this year's burlcy crop, ihorc arc a grcnt many 
facts in connection with It tlint rmtjht to Ik- 
taken Into consldurfttlon l>y tlic vast army of 
nr()H( r> ihroiiKhout the burlcy districls. I iilo.'-.'i 
tluy Kivc liocil to Hilvlce nnil siiKKi htions cstab- 
llslu'd liy fH< i,s liiid liKurrs, they will only I'On 
linui' jiroscnt coiiiliiiung and probably make 
them worse hy crowing aOottMr laf|e and in- 
ferior crop of Idbiiceo. 

It is well known that the lands OB Which 
burley hax been raised hrave deteriorated by 
reason of the successive crops grown year after 
year. The farmers' attempt to growiuch a larRC 
acreage has only resulted in crops Ol inferior 
quality, especially in the last three or four 
yean. The general depreMlon in btulness 
throughout the conntry and the idleness of the 
wage earners has created a demand for a cheaper 
grade o( chewing and smoking tobaooot and 
theie crops, being principally ot low and Inferior 
grades, hare snppltod, In a laiga measnre, thU 
demand. But the demand baa not been Urge 
enough, in proportion, to consume the Tait 
quantities raised, hence the stocks have aocnmn- 
lated In the open markets of the United States, 
and on March 1, 189A, the stooka of leaf in this 
country were 1(k.,i;(ki hhds . a.s against 85,000 bhds. 
for the same time lust year, showing an Increase 
ot over :.M,(XX) hhds. 

A eiirefnl study of the tntiil ofVerinfjs of burley, 
both ill I'iiii itiimli mid l.nulsville. for this yeiir 
to date will show uii HVcrHKi' of less than liv 
cents, and the averHKC on the new ils'.i i) i rop 
alone in the two iiiiukels for the same time will 
(.how emiyiilrralil.v Itss. Afti-r deilui linj; the ex- 
penses and ehuriifs oi preipariuj; for niiirkci and 
si lliiiK this tobacco, it is widl known that it 
would nut I'liy to urow it at these li^ures, and 
tlie farmer is simply losing money, 'I'hc recent 
failure of one of the most promUieDt growers in 
the Blue (iraxs t ountry Is in Itself snflkdent to 
demonstrate this fact. 

The starting of a new warehouse In Lexington 
or anywhere else is not going to improve matters 
one lota. The grower Is the most important 
factor in this whole ■ituation, and he alone can 
change its conditions and produce a t>etter state 
of aSliirs. It is simply reduced to this, that be 
must plant less tobacco; and when he does this, 
let him take every preoantlon to Improve the 
quality of the reduced acreage. With the grow- 
ing of a superior crop of tobacco this year, and 
with the improved condition of business in the 
country which will probably soon develop, he 
may change the cxbtiug state of aflUrs. Grow 
more of a better iiuallty. 

It Is a wcll-lcnown fact that consumers ot to- 
bacco are Ketting a little tired of cheap ping, 
and with an iniiirovcmeut in business and ticlter 
wiifies for the labiiriTs, they wotild naturally 
want a better clicw. If a line i rop ol tobacco 
were raised this year it would certainly bring 
lietter prices than au inferior one ; and a great 
many manufaclurers who desire to put higher 
Kriidcs of chewiiiK on the market would lie 
enabled to do so. With tlie clesire for a change 
among the oliewers, the conditions that now 
prevail would be entirely ehaiiK'ed, and better 
prices at once established for leaf. This would 
develop if the crop were of good quality. The 
foundations (or better commercial aud llnanelal 
conditions in the country that are now deveioii 
Ing would prepare the demand for Just ^ueh a 
crop of tobacco If the farmers would grow it, 
and they would reap the beneflt of Intelligcut 
eilbrt In this line. But they cannot proceed on 
the preenmption that tobacco is going to get 
higher under the existing condition of things 
unless they are willing to help change matters 
by planting less tobacco, by giving it greater 
care and attention, and doing everything in 
their power to grow a crop of better quality. 

It will simply be folly to grow another, crop 
like tliat of last year, as with the present large 
sioi iu the warehouses, and that which Is 
ready to < umc to market. It U believed that 
tiiioilier crop of like )>roportloos and equally 
I>oor quality would nut net the grower more 
than at per cent of the cost of production.
